If this world is a world 
of sorrow, and if life is not to be regarded as a blessing, 
itis really strange that a long life, or,as Solomon has 
it length of days, should be represented as the reward of 
virtue, while the wicked, as a punishment for their 
crimes, are not permitted to live out half their days. It 
is strange that the good king Hezekiah should have wept 
at the prospect of a speedy disolution, and prayed that 
his life might be prolonged, if he believed the gate of 
death to be an immediate passport to the world of bliss.

It is strange that the aposties, kuowing that no man’s 
soul is in danger, should have felt such solicitude, and 
made such painful exertions for the salvation of men. 





It is strange that the persons whom they addressed | 
were often so deeply alarmed under the soothing doc, 
trine of Universal salvation. 

It is strange that if Christ and his apostles held such 
doctrinés, they should have employed language such as | 
the preachers of fature punishment ‘would choose to | 
employ to express their sentiments—language which has | 
led seven eights of ali who ever read the New Testa- | 
ment to believe that they taught the future eternal dam- 
nation of all who die without conversion. 

It is strange that God should make so little distinction 
between the righteous and the wicked in this life, if he 
intended to make none in futurity. 

It is strange that the man who dies in the very act 
of iniquity, as the suicide, should bave no punishment 
either in this world or the next. 

It is strange that all who believe in Universalism, when 
in distress, do not make their escape by self-destruction, 
and enter at once the joys of heaven. 

It is strange that a system of religion designed by its 
author to promote the reformation and holiness of men, 
should tend to loosen their obligation and relax their 
morals and piety, as Universalism is known to do.— 
These are some of the strange things involved in the 
doctrine of Universal salvation. Having attentively 
considered them, will you not, reader, deem it a strange 
thing that any man, having the Bible in his hand, or 
reason or grace in his heart, should be a Universulist.’ 
Thus endeth ‘.4 Strange Thing.’ 

It is confidently said by some, that God will at death, 
send a part of his children to a place burning with fire

If God loves boliess and hates iniquity, and if he took 
away the Sodomites as he saw good, it is strange that he 
should cast them intoa lake of fire only to torment them 
and render them two-fold more the children of hell than 
they were before. It is strange that the apostles have 
|not inforwed us that we possess an immortal soul, 
which is in danger of being irrecoverably lost, if this is 
the case. Itis strange that those, who have common 
sence, should think it extraordinary that the apostles 
should be willing to suffer and even die to save mankind 
irom the thraldom of bigotry, superstition, and false re- 
ligion, and emancipate the mind from the chains of 
darkness and error, when we have hundreds, yea thou- 
sands of examples, where men have jeopardized their 
lives, their fortunes, and their sacred homes to deliver 
their country from the evils of a tyranaical government 

It is strange that we have no account of any who were 
driven to despair and suicide, by the preaching of the 
apostles, if they taught the doctrine of interminable 
punishment. It is strange that-we have only one, or at 
most, two instances on record, where the preaching of 
the apostles alarmed their hearers, (if they taught the 
dogma of an eternal hell,) aud not one where it pro- 
duced insanity. _ If the doctrine of endless punishment 
is so plainly taught in the Scriptures, it is strange thar 
its advocates should abandon the word of God, and 
manufacture, and palm upon the public as holy writ, 
such texts as the following: ‘ As death leaves us, so 
judgment shall find us: As the tree falleth, so it lieth, 
and as man dieth so is he: and, If ye die in your sins, 
&c.’ It is strange, though true, that a large portion of 
the Christian world bave for ages believed in the doc- 
trines of transubstantiation, and purgatory, and the no 
less unreasonable, or unscriptural doctrine of endles+ 
punishment. It would be strange, if a being, almighty 

in power, and infinite in wisdom, should be frustrated 

in his designs, and no less strange that he should be good 

to all in this life, when he designs to punish a part eter- 

nally in the next. It is strange that those who advocate 


ceaseless agony, in the company of grim devils, who will | 





instances, to commit suicide, should regard it asa crime. 
|. is strange that the writer had not, as is common, in- 
troduced a little scripture, made for the express purpose 
of proving that the suicide can never enter the mansions 
of bliss. Itis strange that those, who think they have 
experienced the new birth, and are fit subjects of heav- 
en, but believe there is danger of their falling from grace, 
do not make their election sure by an immediaté termi- 
nation of their existence. If the doctrine of endless woe 
is so restraining, so reforming, so purifying, and so sav- 
ing, it is strange that it should be so generally believed 
for centuries, and yet fur the greatest portion of those 
who have been under its regenerating influence, instead 
of being raised from the darkness of a moral death, have 
been sunk to the lowest depths of depravity. Sinee Uni- 
versalism is so corrupting, and the doctrine of endless 
wrath so reformirg, it is strange, passing strange that 
we find something more than a dozen preachers, (per- 
haps I should say Rev. Divines,) of eternal woe, incar- 
cerated in the walls of Auburn, while there is not only 
no Universalist preacher, but, we believe, not a professed 
Universalist in the prison. It is strange that thieves, rob- 
bers, pirates, and criminals almost without exception, are 
believers in interminable punishment. Jt is strange that 
the believers in witcheraft, ghosts and hobgoblins, those 
who have thrown their fellow beings into dungeons, who 
have put them to the rack, who have strangled them in 
the most barbarous manner, who have cast them over 
precipices, who have burned them at the stake, and put 
thousands to the sword, merely for opinion’s sake, have 
been, with few, or no exceptions, believers in the merci- 
less doctrine of eternal torment. It is strange, that a 
man who has the Bible in his hands, and common sense, 
or common honesty in his head, should believe and teach 
that God will cast off forever, when the Bible informs 
us expressly, that ‘the Lord will not cast off forever, but 
though he cause grief, yet will he have compassion ac- 
cording to the multitude of bis mercies, for he doth not 
afflict willingly nor grieve the children of men.’ It is 
strange that any one professing a belief in the oracles of 
divine truth, should believe in the doctrine of eternal 
weeping, eternal wailing, and eternal death, when they 
inform us, the Lord shall wipe the tears from off all fa- 
ces—and of a time, when there shall be no more death, 
neither sorrow nor crying, neither shall there be any 
more pain. {tis strange that any should believe God to 
be a partial Saviour, (that is a Saviour of only a part,) 
when Paul informs us that he trusted in the living God>

The only apology [ make for thus publicly expos-, 
ing the errors of the work I refer to, is, because | 
sane have supposed that I made false statements 
about it,. when I was unavoidably brought into, 
controversy with Mr. P. (Methodist clergyman) on| 
the Camp-ground, who so very highly extolled the 
work he wished to sell me. It is, therefore, to 
show that the remarks | then made, are true, that 
1 make the following observations, praying that they 
may also serve to open the eyes of some who are 
very much prejudiced against our views, and guard 
others against the sophistry and false logic of Mr. 
Lee. Iltold Mr. P. the work would do far more | 
to advance the cause of infidelity, than it could, to| 
injure the cause it aims to overthrow. Mr. L.| 
employs several passages beginning at the 286 Ps. 
to show that Universalists are divided in their opin- | 
ions, consequently this sentiment must be destitute 
of truth. That we are divided a very little in re- 
gard to minor points, which can have no possible | 
bearing upon the main truth, we do not pretend 
to deay. But all are agreed that the plan of im- 
mortal salvation originated in infinite love, that God 
has an infinitude of means at his disposal—all-see- 
ing wisdom to prevent a failure in the design, and 
Oninipotent to remove every obstacle, and apply 
all the means requisite for the complete accoim- 
plishment of the most benevolent enterprise. And 
they are all perfectly in unison in this opinion, that 
the Deity was not so destitute of wisdom, as to 
undertake so noble a work, without first counting 
the cost, and that he would not be so foolish as to 
engage, and promise to accomplish a work of so 
much importance, in a way that he knew he 
should never effect it, as declares the Methodist 
system of faith and logic! This is the very ar- 
gument the unbeliver brings against the truth of 
Christianity. .He says if Christianity were true. 
all Christans would be agreed in their opinions; but 
as they are divided into many sects and denomiha- 
tions, and’ their ‘ theoretical paths cross at right an- 
gles.and in almost every other way, and as but one 
way out of the whole can be true’—therefore, as 
all the rest must be false, ‘it is reasonable to con- 
clude it (Christianity, as Mr. L. says of Universal- 
ism) is talse in all its forms,’ pp. 291. Thus Mr. 
Lee, has given into the hands of the infidel, one of! 
the greatest weapons he wields against the truth of 


the Gospel. He has deprived himself, and every 
other Methodist, who adopts his false move of rea- 
soning, of the possibility of holding a successful ar- 
gument, with a disbeliever in divine revelation; for 
out of his own mouth he is confounded, even with 
his own argument.

| because Christ died for all men.’ ‘We see Jesus 
crowned with glory and honor, that he by the 
graee of God should taste death for every man.’

All who 
have read the 15th chap. of Ist Cor. know that not 
a word is said about a ‘general judgment,’ nor 
is there any thing said about it in the scriptures.—- 
The ‘ plagues’ are for those who add, to-the Book, 
Rev. 22: 16. Nr. L. allows that Ghrist will sub- 
due all his enemies, that he will even destroy he 
last enemy, but contends that man will still be t at 
enmity with Ehrist to all eteruity and in endless re- 
vellion against him. !s this the way Christ came 
to *subdue- all things unto himself? — Is. this 
the way Christ came to engage sinful man in his 
service? * There was given him dominion, glory 
and a kingdom, that all people, vations and lan- 
guages should revere him.’ Dan. 7: 14. When 





Heb. 2: 9, Every intelligent person must see 


yet Mr. L. would have his readers believe, that to 
argue the salvation of all mea both from the good- 
ness of God and because he. sent his Son to die 
for all, ‘is to contradict one’s self.’ pp. 295.— 
This is a specimen cf his marvellous logic. He al- 
so says, on the same page, thatto draw an argu- 
ment from the corrective design of punishment ‘* is 
io oppose the argument drawn from the death of 
Christ.’ There is no truth nor reason in this as- 
sertion. God laid the plan of salvation in Christ 
before the world—Ist Peter I. ‘ Who verily, was 
foreordained before the foundation of the world.’— 
Now, to argue that. punishments are of a diseiplin- 
ary character and a means in the government vo! 
Deity to accomplish bis purposes, and not to defeat 
his designs, is not to oppose arguments drawn from 
any other source, of the salvation of all mankind. 

But to contend that punishments will be endless, 
is to represent God as introducing means to de- 
feat the object of Christ's mission, and to frustrate 
the best plan that ever originated in Infinite Wisdom 
and boundless love. The great beauty of the 
Methodist system, is seen in its glowing descriptions 
of God’s free grace, the design to save all men by 


to effect the work ; in the manifestations of God’s 
love in sending his Son to destroy sin and death 
and reconcile a world to God; there to turn round 
and use every possible argument to prove that the 
creat plan will not be aceomplished, that Jesus will 
entirely be defeated inthe object of his labors, 
that instead of reconciling a lost world to God, 
endless alienation and rebellion remain, and sin and 


misery continue to all “eternity. As expressed in 
Pollock’s ‘ course of time.’ ‘All has been tried 
that infinite wisdom, and boundless grace, working 
together, could devise; and all has failed.’ 

1¥. What can be more ‘ discordant in its parts 
and self-contradictory and confused’ than this sys- 
tem of religious faith? God first devises the plan 
of salvation in Christ before he gives man an exis- 
tence, then gives man an agency that he perfectly 
well knew would defeat his purpose. He sent 
his Son to aceomplish man’s redemption by hold- 
ing out conditions that he knew would never be 
complied with. Thus it represents God as the

The Body of Christ, 
“ Now ye are the body of Christ, and members in partic- 
ular !”—1 Cor. 12: 27. 


In a special or particular sense we may suppose that 
our text applied to the church of Christians at Corinth, 
which we may consider as constituting one body, com- 
posed of many individuals; this church might be called 
one body, as a community of many persons, living under 
the same government and laws, is called a body politic. 
But we have reason to believe that the apostle’s views of 
the body of Christ embraced not only the church to 
whom he was then writing, but all who believed in 
Christ, whether Jews or Gentiles. This fact seems to 
be expressed in the chapter from which our text is quo- 
ted, as follows: ‘ For as the body is one and hath many 
members, aud all the members of that body, being man, 
are one body; so also is Christ. For by one spirit are 
all baptized int® one body, whether we be Jews or Gen- 
tiles, whether we be bond or free; and have been all 
made to drink into one spirit. For the body is not one 
member, but many.’ lt seems quite evident that the 
apostle here comprehends all who at that time were he- 
lievers in Christ. May we uot then, say that, aibougb 
iv a restricted sense, the chureh at Corinth, or any other 
particular chureh, might be called the body of Christ, 
yet in a broader sense all churehes and all believers be- 
long to that same body. 

Iris probable that Christians, of all denominations, 
will agree in what we have above suggested ; but many 
would not feel safe in extending the body of Chgist so 
as to embrace unbelievers. For the consideration of 
such, the following queries are presented: Is it reasona- 
ble to suppose that the body of Christ, in reality, is Jar- 
ger atone time than at another? Dves it consist of more 
members, taken in its widest sense, at one time than at 
alltimes? Belore there were any believers in Christ 
was he destitute of a body? Is the body of Christ en- 
jarged by a multiplication of believers, and capaple of 
being diminished by the apostacy of believers from the 
faith? In 1 Cor. 11: 3, the apostle says, * but I would 
have you to know, that the head of every man is Christ ; 
and the head of the woman io the man; and the head 
Christ is God.” Have we reason to believe, that the 
apostle embraced, in the words every man, none except 
true believers? We may be assisted in this inqniry by 
observing what the apostle says Eph. 1: at verses 22, 
23, we find that God has put all things under the feet 
of Christ, ‘and has given him to be the head over all 
things to the church, which is his body, the fulness of 
him who filleth all in all’ This chureh which econsti- 
tutes the fulness of him who filleth all in all, is evidently 
the purehased possession spoken of before. Does this 
body of Christ, thus church of Christ, this purchased 
possession of Christ, comprehend none but such as are: 
true believers? Was not this possession purchased by 
Christ, when he gave himself a ransom. for all men, as 
we read 1 Tim.2: 6? Is not this purchased possession: 
the same of which we read Psalm 2; 82 ‘Ask of me 








= Ishall give the heathen for thine ijmheritanee, and 
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the uttermost parts forthy possession.” Though many 
pious, sincere professors of Christianity may think oth- 
erwise,it appears, according to the Seriptures,that Christ’s 
church and body, his inheritance and purchased pos- 

comprehends all men. There are now but a few, 
who call themselves Christians, who do not allow that 
Jesus, by the grace of God, tasted death for every man, 
and gave hiniself # ransow for all men. But let us ask, 
did Jesus give himself a ransom for any who belonged 
not to his church, to his possession, to his body? See 
Eph. 6: 25—27. ‘Husbands, love your wives, even as 
Christ also loved the church, and gave himself for it ; 
that he might sanctify and cleanse it with the washing 
of water by the word, that he might present it to him- 
self'a glorious church, not- having spot or wrinkle, or 
any such thing ; but that it should be holy, and without 
blemish.’ We learn by this passage, that the church 
of Christ was once an unsanctified church, an unclean 
chorch ; and’ we learn too by this passage, that when 
this church was both unsanctified and unclean, Christ 
loved it and gave himself for it, that he might sanctify 
and cleanse it. It was evident that the apestle used the 
words body of Christ and church of Christ, to express the 
same thing. See Col. 1: 24; ‘Who now rejoice iv 
my sufferings for you, and fillup that which is behind 
of the ‘afflictions of Christ in my flesh for his body’s 
sake, which is the church.’ Verse 28, ‘ Whom we preach, 
warning every man, and teaching every man in all Wis- 
dom ; that we may present every man perfect in Christ 
Jesus. 

We learn from the few passages which have heen 
noticed, that Cirist’s body comprehends all men; tha: 
all men were by him purchased ; that all men belong to 
his church, and are his possession. Men’s ignorance 
and unbelief of, and concerning these all-important truths, 
do not make them false. Should a man say, or should 
ten thousand men say that they do rot belong to the body 
and church of Christ, and affirm that they do not be- 
long to his purchased possession, and that he did not 
give himself a ransom for them, all this would prove 
nothing, only that they were ignorant of the truzh, and 
were in a state of unbelief, The apostle’s reasoning, in 
the chapter where our text is found, clearly shows that 
hedid not allow that the denialof atruth could make the 
truth false, See verses 15,16. ‘If the foot shall say, be- 
cause I am not the hand, [ am not of the body; is it 
therefore not of the bedy? And if the ear shall say, 
because I am not the eye, Iam not of the body ; is it 
therefore not of the hody ?? Suppose a son or a daugh- 
ter, in a family circle, should be ignorant of his or her 
relation to the family, and altogether disbelieve it; sup- 
pose moreover, this ignorant unbeliever should treat the 
father and the mother of this family unkindly, and 
should indulge an unfriendly disposition towards the 
rest of the children ; would it be in the power of this 
ignorance and unbelief and unkindness, to render the 
truth of relationship false? No one can allow this. 
The parents know the truth ; the rest of the children 
believe the truth ; and the parents and the believing 
children will treat the unbeliever according to their 
knowledge and faith. And does not our heavenly Fath- 
er treat his ignorant, unbelieving children with the same 
love, and the same loving kindness as he does those who 
believe the truth, and who walk in the truth? And is it 
not the duty of those who believe in God, and in the 
Lord Jesus Christ, to treat unbelievers as their brethren 
and sisters? Is not this the right way to open their eyes, 
and turn them from the power of darkness to light, and 
the power of Satan unto God? How did Christ conduct 
himself towards unbelievers? He loved them and gave 
himself for them. They were his own, though they 
received hitn not. He gave himself a ransom for all! 
men; and it is the duty of ull Christians to follow the 
example of the Divine Mester. Happy would it be for 
the whole Christian community, could they all feel and 
realize the relation which the apostie represents under 
the figure of the human body ; and feel and aet towards 
each other as we cad*feel and act towards the members 
of oar own bodies, If one member suffers, the whole 








body ‘is sensible of it, and all the menibers strive to re. 
lieve the suffering part. If one: member is’ weak, the. 


rest bears its burdens ; : and ‘the health and ‘mererigth of 
each member contributes to the support.and cotfort o! 


all, If all who profess the name of Christ would lay 
aside their selfishness and partiality ; if they would love 
like real brethren; if they would do by others us they 
would that others should do by them, a light would shine 
forth, the brightness of which would dispel the darkness 
of unbeliet.— Trumpet.

He has died,- 
not on the deck of « privateer, but of a conquered man 
of war. To his relations he bequeaths forgetfulnexs,’— 
‘Seal it sir,’ said he, ‘and send it to my brother. Give 
me a searhan’s burial, and leave me just ae-i died. Let 
me go overboard with my present dress on, and with 
my sword in my hand.’ Here there wae a slight tremor 
in his voice, he was quiet for a few moments, and then 
collecting all his energies, said in a firm tone, ‘ thank the 
men and officers for me; each did his duty, and each 
has the thanks of a dying man—it was a glorious fight” 
—aguain his voice failed, and as if determined not to ex-- 
pore the weakness of common men by showing that 
death could control even the tones of his voice, he in- 
stantly became silent ; and although we were all anxious- 
ly waiting for one more word, he never spoke again. He 
lived for nearly ten minutes, with his eyes firmly fixed 
upon his own flag flying at the gaff of a king’s ship, and 
then hisunder jaw dropped, and the spirit ofa braver 
man never left this world.

Extraordinary Height of the St. Lawrence and 
Lake Ontario. 

‘Fon several years past, the waters of the Lake and River 
‘have been gradually iucreasing, but:during the present 
» summer a more than proportionate inerease has-taken place ; 

to such a degree in fact as to become not.only inconvenient, 
: but somewhat dangerous.—On the road to Bath, the whole 
of the bridges are under water, and where the road takes the 
lake side, in many places it is almost impassable. The 
bridge over. Floating Bay, which cost the District £500, a 
_ year ago, is.under water, and almost destroyed—the same is 
the case with the wooden bridge over the Cataraqui,and that 
at Collin’s Bay. In the estuary towards Kingston Mills, the 
marsh behind Bell's Island, off which, in ordinary summers, 
large crops of coarse hay are annually taken, is now passable 
. by vessels drawing two feet ot water. ‘I'he wharves in town 
are quite level with the water, and some of them overflowed. 
Mr. Counter's wharf, whica was raised one foot last winter, 
ia much incommoded this way. We are told that the wa- 
tevs of Lake.are subject to periodical ternis of seven years 
each, of alternate rising and depressions ; but should that be 
the case, two years are yet to come, before the maxium 
height of water is attained.
